Ooii rendors will observe this morn- 
ing, an artiolo fromtbe London Stand" 
ard, a very ably conducted Tory journ- 
al, which represents a very largo sec* 
tion of the moniod class in England. 
The faots therein stated aro almost 
quite new to tho people of thiB Colony; 
they have hithorto been so much oc- 
cupied with local politics, or the vi~ 
oissitudoB of commcrco, that anything 
relating to locality's not immediately 
within the circle familiar to our traders 
pass uuuoticed; it is only within a 
abort time that ovents whioh must ere 
long exercifo a wonderful influeneo 
upon the destinies of this Colony, are 
beginning to receive a proper amount 
of attontion. Matters of tho rno»t 
trivial and local nature have been al- 
lowed to engross the minds of our 
leading mon, wben an ontorpriBO of 
■uoh magnitude to British Columbia 
has bi;ea very slightly discussed, its 
importance doeB not^seem to have im- 
pressed itself to any visible oxtont on 
their calculations for tho future; nay, 
it seems to some of them a kind of 
wild chimera, such as a tunnel under 
tho Atlantio, or f. train of aerial car- 
riages to fly from hero to Australia. 
And yet, it has been carefully discusned 
and shown to be practicable long beloro 
the inception of tho Amorican lino, 
whioh has been completed under cir- 
cumstances offering much smalhr pros- 
peot of suoceBs; over difficulties much 
more serious than any to be mot with 
on the Canadian line; at a, cost of at 
least one-half more and without any- 
thing liko tho certainty of profit that 
undoubtedly distinguishes our lino. All 
these foots aro now patent to tho 
Americans themselves, and in tho vain 
hope of neutralising our line when 
built, or deterring capitalists from in- 
vesting in the enterprise, thoy aro now 
hurrying on tho construction of a sec- 
ond line, the North Pacific, which will 
skirt tho Canadian frontiers almost 
throughout its entire tongih and de- 
bouch on Puget Sound- it is also pro. 
posed to carry a branch line to tho 
lower Frasor in order to tap our com- 
merce at that point and thus, as it 
were, render supererogatory any line 
through our territory. All this is per- 
fectly American and what wo might 
expect from a people endowed with 
iuoh a spirit of enterprise, but our sot- 
off — tho spirit of prndenco, is probably 
equally valuable. Notwithstanding so 
much eagerness to forestall us, we 
shall complete our lino before a groat 
deal of business can bo diverted, thus 
rendering the North Pac fic linn utterly 
useless; it will not pay within the pres- 
ent century, the e^st of maintenance 
So far as the stockholders aro concern- 
ed the promoters of the last named 
lino have shown considerable ingenuity 
in making out a case, but unfortunately 
for them, il speaks volumes in favor of 
the Canadian line. Wo allude to the 
report of the Northern Pacific liuilroad 
published in our i-huo ol 12th current. 
As our readers may not have a lilo at 
hand, we republish the following ox- 
tract: — 

"The ii ie estondu through one of the most 
wonderful rrgioin in the world, [is ftitilo 

• oil, Tas 1 . mineral wealth, ben u' i f u I climate, 
and the character of the termini, all tend to 
prove uomistulauly that the route ia one 
that has beet) marked out by Daluro herself. 
In the Qrst place it is several hundred miles

over 5000 ft in height while on the other mate 
thore are no feiv«r than eight or nine passes 
of o»cr 7000 leer. Instead ol runuing, like 
the Cen'ral Pacific, vhrough long etreictiea 
of barren coumry, wbWh can furnish no 
traffio to a road, there is no Fecdoo through 
whioh it passes which ia not leraaikuble 
either for the feiti'ity cf its toil oi j| 8 mineral 
wealth. Its advantages with reguro to clim- 
atic influBDoan ure still moro ro mailable. 
From the Red river valley to toe Pacific, 
iti course lies wholly within the isothermal 
region, where there will be no interruption 
Iron «dow." 

Wo could hardly havo vvitien anything moro 
appropriate as a descriptiot of the route of our 
inter-oceanio railway j but sye may add that 
a stream of immigration is mw pouting into 
Red River, not only of those vbo have bneo 
induced to go there by friends already set- 
tled, or who havo proceeded to that country 
as a future homo in preference to ull cithers, but 
•loo the disobliged artizans of the rmvU dock- 
yards who have been carried out at govern- 
ment expeuBe. and who aeera to havo Loon 
moat kuocciBful iu finding employmet.t. This 
will do much to attract a valuable popula- 
tion, tho stream of which will increase in vol- 
atile yearly ; tho result will be that by the 
time the lino is completed, no industrious) 
well-to-do population will bo scattered across 
tho entire country, making traflio for the 
railway as it advances. Tho Culony is much 
indebted to our old friend, Alfred Waddiug- 
too, Erq,, for his iudomitable perseverance ; 
there can bo do duuht that to his intelligent 
perseverance is due the favorable notico of 
Biiliih capitalists. The tenor of the artiole 
above alluded to givos every indication of 
the Rritiih publio having gono through the 
'imo required, by tbut people for tho gormin- 



ation of an idea ou any subject, and we may 
soon look for its beiug lauuohed to the world 
via the Stock Exchange. Wo may rest as- 
sured that the propor steps are being taken 
and thousands of spades and pickaxeB will 
bo plied by lusty arms in the formation of 
the greatest and most important highway in 
the world. 



The British Highway to the Pacific. 

[From tho London Standard, May 17.] 

Tho announcement of tbr cornplotion 
of v.he Atlantic and Pacific Kailroad 
through the territory of the United States 
is probably an event of greater signifi- 
cance and im portance tbau the opening 
of any othor undertaking from tho first 
Roman aqueduct down to the great sub» 
marine cubl.- between Groat Britain and 
America, ft has also loft this country 
far behind in the great ''go-ahead'' race 
of mercantile enterprise. America may 
scoro one iu the game, and tho impor 
tance of that score is matter of deep re 
(lection. Our Special Correspondent, who 
has given an account of this route_ 
"across tho now world" has told ns that 
"although tho Pacific liailroad scheme 
wus not fairly launched till tho year 1865, 
the United States (Joverutiient hud been 
long before alive to the importance of 
sucn a highway between tho Atlantic 
and Pacific." An American "blue book" 
in black cloth binding, was, he informed 
us, issued from Washington in 1853-54 
under Jefferson Duvis, then Secretary of 
War. How it fell to the oltieo of that 
department he has not explained. Pro 
bably it was issued In alleged relation to 
tho subjection of tho wild tribes of indi 
ans occupying a portion of the territory 
which it was proposed to cross. Ho fails 
not, however to enumerate tho principal 
American promoters and explorors of the 
line. But ho doet, uot suy, probably be 
cause he is uot conscious of tho fact, that 
the real promoters were those who iu thi» 
country laboured hard to inaugurate a 
similar enterprise only ou British ton i- 
tory, between Halifax and Vancouver 
Island ; u scheme far more practicable 
and much less costly, anil fraught with 
immense advantages, if not absolute 
necessity, to tho welfare aud supremacy 
of (ireat Britain, in the beginning of 
i860, a woik, bearing the somewhat pe- 
culiar and perbups ill-chosen titlo of 
"Britain Keduemed and Canada Preserv- 
ed," was published by Mossrs. Long- 
mau and (Jo., advocating a plan "to ex- 
tend the broad belt of England iu the 
temperate zoiio round the world," by a 
niilroad through Canada, iho h'ed Uiver 
Settlement, aud tho hunting grounds of 
Hudson's Ray Company, to tho Pacific. 
This railroad would have beon 1500 milos 
shorter than the American route. Tho 
work we buvo mentioned, upwards of 
000 pages long, and with a piau ui vuv, 
railway auo oilier illustrations, excited u. 
great deal of attention iu the United 
Stales, a'lhough it fell doad in Eugland. 
it was t.io production of two authors, 
Colonel A. B. Richards and Captain 
Wilson, It was attributed by the 
Amorican journals to tho British Govern- 
ment. Tiie Home Journal of New York, 
with whut must have seemed liko bitter 
irony to these gentlemen, observed that 
the book wus "got up with too inuth" la- 
bour, outlay, and ability, not to have tho 
Government pocket lor its paymaster 
and a Government project for its aim." 
•'It remains to tie seen," observed the 
National Iiiielli<jencer,"w\\ni\\ov Great 
Britain or tho United States will bo first 
in the field, and which will win thi« great 
prize " Tno New York Herald briefly 
remarked, with characteristic familiarity 
of style, "Jonathan will see about it 1'' 
and Jonathan has seen about it. '"Tho 
idea is a bold one,'' wrote the Daily 
Tunes, U. S , "and may some day result 
in the accomplishment of a vust enter- 
prise.'' Some of our journals were not 
less emphatic in their recommendations 
and warnings. But on the whole the 
idea did not take in this country. 
Amongst o' her things Mr. Asa Whitney, 
a senator of the Untied States, [mid a 
visit to bmglaud in order to find out 
whether tho project had really takeu 
any root here, und had au interview ou 
his arrival with ono of iho authors of the 
work in question. A scheme for the 
employment of all our able-bodied con- 
victs on the railroad, together with onu 
for military posts and forts, not only to 
protect the enterprise but also to found a 
permanent boundary guard to British 
North America was also embodied in 
tho work. A grand project for emigrm 
tion to our own torritory following as a 
mattor ol courso. But enough of this, 
ft is useless to speak on tho past. Tho 
tpiestiot; is whether or not it is already 
too late to carry out such an undertaking 
m British North America. Amongst 
othurs : Captain Syngo afterwards de- 
voted much time and energy to demon-* 
strato the practicability of tho proposed 
British routo. Tho Ilocky Mountain 
barrier was proved to bo a bugbear. 
Tho intermediate country between Cana- 
da and Vaucouvors Island had beon 
already shown to comprise some of ths 
finest ard most fertile tracts in the world. 
Tho natural harbour at Vancouvers Is* 
laud extending from Port Lumgley, tho 
Pacific torrmuus, iB known to bo un- 
Hurpussod. Taero aro no intervening 
tribes of wild Indians to bo conquorod 
and exterminated. A now achoioo of om« 
igration is afloat, tho result of dire neces- 
sity. Oar convicts prtsout as difficult a 
socir.l aud financial problem as ovor. Tho 
question may arise as to vhe foaling of 
jealousy which may by ovoi7ed on tho 
part of our "Transatlantic Vinsmen.'' 
But surely uono savo stutcsmou of tho 
school of Mr. Bright would pauso tocou- 
eider this, if we did abstain from mak- 
ing uso of our own, lot it bo romemhorod 
that uo policy of abstention or forbear- 
auee, no weak and timid gifts of concilia-, 
tiou, will mulllo insult or disarm aggres- 
sion. Tho question really resolves itself 



to this. Are wo to retain our North 
American possessions or not? If not, 
the inception_of such a 8chcmo will but 
bring matters to an issue. If we are, it 
is an Imperial and national duty to 
mnko tho best uso of the wido wealth of 
possession which we can still boast of as 
our own.

The Death of Governor Seymour— The 
Body Lyiiif? in State— Preparations 
for flic Funeral. 



The sndden derrrsu of Governor Seymonr 
formed yesterday the chiot topic of conversa- 
tion, while the news of the death of Com- 
mander Laecellea, R. N. Feived to increase 
tho gonerul gloom and Eorro*-. The body of 
the late Governor remained on board H. M. 
S. Spnrrowbawk until 2 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. The cabin of the ship was de- 
corated with the sad emblems of grief. The 
body was encased io n copper coffin con- 
structed on board shortly after the decease ; 
but upon iho arrival of ibe ship ut Esqu 
malt Mr R. Lewis provided an elegant ma- 
hogany coffin, in which tile last lomnants of 
mortality were oooveyed yest.'rduy after 
noon to Ward 1, at the Naval Hospital, and 
whero they will remain iu State until the 
hour arrives to-dny for laying them away in 
thoir last resting-place. Tho boats left the 
ship under escort in the following order: 
The Sparrowhawk's gig first, followed by 
tho 2d culler and tho pionaco ol H M S 
Satellite, tho latier towing the 1st cutler, 
which contained tho rcmiins. The body 3 
was received on shore and conveyed to the 
Hospital Ward which bad been arranged for 
its reception. The walls of the Ward are 
hnog wiih black cloth and white sitin, re- 
lieved at intervals with tasteful wreaths of 
flowers and immortelles Near the head of 
the coffin is a stand draped in deep mourn 
ing the centre of which forms a large cross of 
white satin surrounded by flowers of v iried 
hue, which we observed Mr Lowndes, the 
gentleman in whoss arms His Excellency 
expired, engaged in preparing. Several 
heavy silver cundelabra, supporting in their 
branches wax candles, are^arranged at in- 
tervals about the coffin. Upon the coffin 
lest the official cuckod hat and sword ol 
tho deceased officer.

The "Grecian'' left Hamilton on 
Monday, with a battery of tho lioyal 
Artillery, and reached tho head of tho 
Cascades at about 12:30 on Tuosday. 
As most of our readers aro aware, those 
rapids aro entered by a gatoway known 
as the "Split Bock," Hero, tho "Gre- 
oian" refused to answer her holm; and 
instead of gliding through tho narrow 
obannol, dashed bodily on tho solid 
rook, which fringes it on either side. 
The shock was trotnendous, and so loud 
as to bo hoard by peoplo standing on 
the shore, half a mile away. With tho 
first blow, all control of tho voasol waB 
lost and sho swept down broadsido, 
nattering against tho rock, at each in- 
stant, for a distaneo of perhaps six 
acres, when sho again struck bow on, 
-wung rapidly round, and being, by 
tiiwA, iillnrl with wutor, roaohod 
bottom, fore and aft, at a depth ol 
about 15 loot. The exciiomont during 
this intorval, whioh did not oxteud 
ovor three minutos, was t of course ins 
tenso, but afior tho first raomontary 
panio, all on board bohavod with great 
stoadinoss. Tho womon and children 
wore landod by moans of batteaux on 
Tuesday ovoning, whilo tho mou only 
roached town last afternoon, at 6 o'clook. 
No loss of life or personal injury bap- 
ply rosbltcd, save in tho case of a 
soldier, who, four or fivo hours after 
the occurrence of the uooident, jumped 
overboird and was drown d. A lull 
battery of guns and about 100 tons ol 
regimoutal baggago are o n board, and 
will bo recovered in tbo courso of a 
few days. 

It is feared that tbo "Grecian" will 
bo a lolal loss, as approach to her 
with veisels of sufficient siza to give 
tho nocjasary aid is impossiblo. She 
lies diractly in tho channel, and will 
probably provont tho dusoont ol othors 
steamers. At present, tho ice seems 
to bo the only possible moans of mov- 
ing her from her position. 

The "Grecian" is valued at §75,000, 
and is insured for S50.000,
